END COMES TO HIM 


IN WASHINGTON 


"Waged Relentless War on 


.Great Criminals Who 


Robbed Nation. 


Washington, April 9.—Ethan Allen 


Hitchcock, secretary of the interior 
under Presidents McKlniey and Roose- 
velt, died here this mornins at 11 
o'clock, aged 74. He had been critlcad- 
ly ill for several days and his death 
was not unexpected. 


Mr. Hitchqpok had been ill for some 


weeks. 
Hi:, contracted a severe cold 


while In the west and his condition be- 
coming more serious he hurried to 
Washington to place himself In the 
hands of specialists who had attended 
him during )iis official career here. 
He suffered from a complication of 
kidney, heart and pulmonary diseases. 
Ever since he reached here ho had 
been confined to his bed and constant- 
ly attended by his physicians and 
trained nurses- With him at the home 
of his son-in-law. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Sims, of the navy, the former 
naval aide of the president, were his 
children,.

On the second 
day of July, 1776 (two days before the 
signing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence), the first constitutional con- 
vention of New Jersey, in session at 
Burlington for the purpose of revising 
the old Colonial charter, struck out of 
the suffrage clause the words "male 
freeholders" and .inserted the words 
"all inhabitants." It then read "All 
inhabitants worth 
£50." 
On this 


property qualification women voted 
"in Increasing numbers" until 1807. 
Only those few women could vote who 
owned ?250. worth of property, and 
these were almost all federalists. That 
party continued to control the state 
until 1807, when for the first time the 
democratic party obtained a majority 
in the legislature. The democrats at 
once proceeded to disfranchise 
the 


white women and free nesroes by an 
act which. It is said, was clearly un- 
constitutional, but which never was 
contested- In 1844 a new constitution 
removed any question on the subject 
by using the words "white male citi- 
zen."

Mortgages and Credit 


One-half the world lives on interest that tne other half 


scratches hard to earn. AVhat would 
the world 
do with its 


earnings in Europe, for example, if her thousands of millions of 
War debt were all paid off. and no place to invest the money? 
In the United States Railroad bonds and stocks furnish a de- 
posit place for thousands of millions' surplus earnings 
of the 


people, and even that is not enough. Millions upon millions are 
put out on mortgage on renl estate. A capitalist in New York, 
for example, uuys a plot of ground and puts up a block of 
houses on it; then he puts 3. mortgage on that block of houses 
at about two-thirds value, buys another block and repeats the 
operation. 
Two-thirds the real estate in New Tor,- Is mortgaged 


for two-thirds its value ana the owners have excellent credit still 
in most cases. 


Commercial paper in Wall Street affords another income in- 


vestment for large amounts of money. A merchant remarked 
to his broker, ''I'm very glad you placed my paper yesterday 
(a. six months' note); business is dull and I needed the money." 
The broker remarked, "It was just as great an accommodation 
to my depositor, who lives On interest and is obliged to put out 
his money, or he could not live. He is not engaged in business, 
and if nobody borrowed his money he would starve, so you see 
the accommodation is mutual. You needed tho money and he 
needed the interest to live on, to keep body and soul together." 


And so it is with Bankstalso. If they didn't loan the money 


left on deposit with them they couldn't make dividends to the 
Stockholders ot the bank, who are largely of the idle class, 
living on income, not engaged in business. 
The accommodation 


here is mutual also. 
; 


Sometimes an officer in a National Bank pretends to think- 


he is doing a great favor in loaning money to his borrowers, 
who scratch and save to pay tho interest for his dividends. And 
sometimes an officer of a National Bank forgets that he is a 
servnnt of the public, wearing a National nnme and badge, and 
discriminates among his customers, refusing one nnd granting 
another without much regard to the ultimate safety of tho loan, 
using his power as a National sen-ant to accomplish 
private 


cnns and objects, which abuse of power sometimes becomes op- 
pressive. But that is the exception among National offlciifls al- 
though there have been some notable examples in New York In 
the past year and a half, of "squecr.ings" by these National •serv- 
ant-presidents, which should not have happened, an impeachable 
offense, nnd actionable undoubtedly.

Aside from being n mem- 
ber of the Plttsburg Athletic club and 
the Columbus club of this place, lie 
was a member of tho Catholic- club of 
New York, the Manufacturers' club of 
Philadelphia, and the Union club of 
Buffalo.

known church workers of the city.

resulted 


from negligence on the part of such 
owners, proprietors, managers, or edi- 
tors in ascertainment of facts, or in 
publication 
thereof, 
compensatory 


damages may be recovered for Injuries 
to business and reputation -resulting 
from such publication, as well as dam- 


ages for physical and mental suffer- 
ing. 


"Special Display" Under Ban. 


Whenever it shall be .shown that 


published matter 
complained 
of !s 


libelous, and such mater has been giv- 
en special prominence by use of pic- 
tures, 
cartoons, headlines, 
display 


type, or in any other manner calculat- 
ed to especially attract attention, the 
jury shall have the right to award 
punitive damages.

Mammoth Brute Batters His 


Life Out Against the 


Stable Wall. 


Des Moines. Iowa, April 9.—Becom- 


ing enraged by the continued absence 
of his regular keeper, "Tom," the 
mammoth elephant in the Yankee Rob- 
inson circus, in winter quarters here, 
yesterday afternoon picked up his at- 
tendant. Charles Bartlow. hurled him 
Into the air and then beat his body in- 
to pulp against a barn. 


After inllicting fatal Injuries to his 


keeper, the big brute ran through In- 
gersoll park, uprooted halt' a dozen 
small trees, turned over three circus 
wagons, tore the roof from his barn, 
and 
demolished 
the rustic 
bridge 


across the park lake. 


Dozens of Bullets Fail to Subdue. 
For nearly an hour forty men labored 


to capture the enraged animal, forty 
bullets were scut into his side and one 
into his right eye, and he was finally 
taken when ho stepped into a chain 
noose. Heavy ropes quickly were fas- 
tened to his let's, and he was tied to 
trees In a corner of the park. 


After returning to the park from 


town F.artlow went to the elephant 
barns In thn east end o£ the park and 
led tin1 animals to water on the edge 
of the lake. After watering Little Tom 
••'.ml Quean and chaining them In their 
stalls, the koeper walked to tho water's 
edge with :he older elephant. 


As "Tom" stood near the lake at the 


side of his attendant he turned his 
trunk upward, trumpeted, and then 
shovorl Bartlow into the lake. 
After 


this the elephant ran to the northeast 
cornnr of the grounds. Bartlow drag- 
ged himself out of the lake, and plck- 
ng up a pitchfork, said to Arthur Eld- 
•etlg''1, hi'iid hostler: 


"I'll trim that d— beast." 
"He's 
mad," 
answered 
Eldredge. 


'.Leave him alone, or you'll get killed," 


But Bnrtlow rushed toward the ele- 


phant with the pitchfork before him. 
•Tom" grasped the fork, jerked it from 
his keeper's hand, and sent the man 
into the air with his live-foot tusks. 
When Bartlow fell at the elephant's 
feet tho maddened animal picked him 
up, walked to the barii and beat him 
against the side of the structure until 
two boards were shattered. 


This Attendant His First Victim. 
Bartlow crawled through the barn 


door with tho elephant following him. 
But at that instant Eldredge came 
around the corner and shouted for 
help. When forty of the employes ap- 
peared "Tom" began to run along the 
fence from the north to the south sides 
o[ the park. Bartlow (lied ten minutes 
later. 


"Tom," who is one of the biggest ele- 


phants in captivity, was known as an 


• exceptionally gentle beast, and Bart- 
low is his first victim. For the lant 
week, however, the elephant has been 
causing trouble and. the animal men 
with the circus attribute it to a desire 
for the return oC his old keeper, John 
Boldman, from whom he had been sep- 
arated two months.

Text—John 20:15:, "She, Supposing Him to be the gardener." 


An Easter Sermon by 


REV. ROBERT STUART MAC.

(Preached In Calvary Baptist church, 


New York, by Dr. MacArthur. for 
thirty-nine years the pastor. He- 
printed from the Christian Herald.) 
Once more wo welcome with Joyful 


' songs our risen and victorious Redeem- 


er; once more we see him march forth 
with stately step, triumphant over 
death and the grave; once more wo 
can sing the exultant words of the 
apostle Paul, "Thanks bo to God, who 
glveth us the victory through our Lord 
Jesus Christ." 
It is impossible to overstate -the 


value in Christian thought and life of 
the resurrection of our Lord. 
His 


empty grave assures us of the comple- 
tion of his redempti-vo work. It gives 
us also a living and reigning Saviour 
at the right hand of God. It assures 
as of our own glorious resurrection on 


. the 
world's great Easter 
morning, 


•when the tombs of the whole earth 
shall be empty. The doctrine of the 


• resurrection is but vaguely taught in 


the Old Testament; 'in its full signifi- 
cance it is a product of Christianity 
and.rests on the resurrection of Christ 
Apart from Christ, death has always 
been the king of terrors. Probably we 
are safe in saying that the resurrection 


. 
of the righteous is 
taught by the 


' 
prophet Isaiah; that Ezekiel could noi 
have written his thirty-seventh chap- 
ter if he had not known that doctrine: 
and that Daniel distinguishes between 
the resurrection of the just and the 


.. unjust. Probably, also, in the Book o 


Job and in some of the Psalrns the idea 
of the continuation of the communion 
of the righteous v/ith God after deatl 
Is taught But in the New Testamen 
the light shines brightly on the gloriou 
doctrine of the resurrection. Chris 
distinctly called Iiimself the "resurrec 
tion o£ lite;" he affirmed that he tha 


• hath the Son of God already possesse 


eternal life. The apostle Paul, in h 
great argument, as given in I. Cor 


fteenth chapter, an epistle written bc- 
ore the earliest gospel, shows that al- 
eady the resurrection was part of the 
postollc creed. In II. Timothy, it Is 
fflrmed that Christ hath abolished 
eath, and hath brought life and Im- 
mortality to light through the gospel. 
With Socrates, Seneca, Pliny, Clcoro 
nd all other thinkers of classic Greece 
nd Rome, the hope of immortal life 
vas at best vasue and doubtful. The 
ospel sheds unclouded light on tho 
roblems of the ages. 
Socrates and 


3icero would joyously have hailed its 
upernal light and glory. Christ's res- 
urrection is the foundation stona of 
he Christian church. 
Once more we have read and heard 
he sweet story of our Lord's glorious 
"esurrection. 
Of ton'as we have read 


and heard it, it never grows old; it 
comes to us on tills joyous Easter 
morning with all its original beauty 
and power. It has often been told In 
:h!s pulpit and it will -be told so long 
as this pulpit is-loyal to Christ and his 
gospel. We give the old story'a nei\ 
setting on this glad morning by speak- 
ing of Christ as the Divine Gardener 
Was there ever a more suggestive sup- 
position? Was not this hasty though 
a heaven-born conception regarding 
Jhrist? 
Was not Mary of Magdala 


iardener; she was a frail flower, lying 
prone as the result of the storm and 
:rial through which she had passed. 
She needed the personal ministries of 
the glorious Christ to restore her to 
strength and beauty. Great wrong had 
been done, to Mary 
of Magdala in 


making her identical with the woman 
spoken of in Luke 7:39. There is not 
the slightest evidence to support this 
opinion. How Mary of Magdala came 
to be identified with this woman It Is 
difficult to Imagine. In supposing that 
Mary was a woman of depraved char- 
acter we have done her a grievous 
wrong. 
Through the centuries she 


has suffered from this unjust imputa- 
tion, growing out of an untrue inter- 
pretation. We cannot too strongly af- 
firm that there is not a single word In 
scripture to justify her identification 
with the woman named by the evan- 
gelist Luke In the passage just cited. 


She appears in 
the 
narrative oi 


which the text forms a part as one o; 
the most devoted followers of the Lord 
.Jesus. Her soul is filled with a burn 
ing desire to find his sacred body. She 
declares that If the presence of hi 
body Is an offense she will hersel 
carry it away to a place where It ma> 
receive becoming honor. She does no 
stop to think of its weight, increased 


divinely inspired in this hasty suppo- 
sition'? 
She saw the Christ through 


her tears and mistook him for the 
gardener. She, however, was entirely 
right In her supposition. The second 
Adam, as truly as the first Adam, 
was a gardener. The history of. tha 
race stands In close connection with 
three gardens—the Garden of Eden, 
the Garden of Gethssmano and the 
Garden of -the Resurrection. Let us 
study some of the characteristics of 
our Lord as the Divine Gardener. 


He proved to be a Personal Gardener 


to Mary of Magdala. She needed his 
gentle ministrations as the Celestial

;he waters of tho Nile. The Divine 
Gardener has a similar work with the 
hearts of men. He has to break up 
the fallow ground; he has to. introduce 
the water of life Into the arid soil. Ho 
has great joy in his work. 
All life 


and growth are full of mystery. Grow- 
ing plants inspire peculiar affection; 
frail flowers almost become the chil.- 
dren of our love. Not otherwise is it 
with the Gardener .who Is cultivating 
the plants of Christian graces In our 
souls; he Is training plants and vines 
for frultfulness on earth, and for ful' 
fruition in heaven. 
He !s, Indeed, a 


Purposeful Gardener. 
His one pur- 


pose is to secure -fruit; thus God is 
glorified, and men are proved to be 
plants In the heavenly vineyard. Th< 
"entire process o£ dealing with plan 
and vine is-to secure abundant fruit 
age. The dresser must sometimes us 
the prunlng-knife, until 
vines anc 


plants bleed as if their 
life 
wer 


hopelessly Injured; -but the entire pur 
pose is to secure ..fruit for time an 
for eternity. It thus came to pas 
that Mary and the other disciples wer 
developed into nobility of character 
and usefulness of life alike by their 
sorrow and their joys We must not 
pass hasty judgments on the methods 
of the Divine Gardener. 
He . knows 


what is best for us in soil and rain 
and sun. As the Good Shepherd, he 
has a peculiar affection for the sheep 
of his pasture. As the Divine Gar- 
dener, every plant has a special place 
In his loving thought and In his gentle 
training. All the chivalry of his di- 


ruit, year after year, from our bar- 
en lives. O Divine Gardener, cut us 
lot down as cumberers of the ground, 
but make us bring forth fruit, some 
hirty, some sixty and some an hun- 
dred fold. 


The church is often a garden en- 


closed for tho heavenly Father's plants. 
We cannot too strongly emphasize the 
blessings which the church has con- 
'erred upon the world. Many of God's 
children are neglectful of the obliga- 
tions and of the 
privileges of the 


hurch of God. In this respect they 


greatly err. God's children cannot ex- 
pect to be happy and useful except 
:hey are loyal and loving to their cli- 
vlna Lord and Saviour. The Shepherd 
cannot protect the sheep except they 
obey his voice and follow his footsteps. 
If they wandor, they must expect pain 
and Borrow. Plants cannot be beauti- 
ful and fruitful except they receive 
the personal ministries of the gardener 
When Thomas absented himself from 
the meetings of the disciples he suf- 
fered unspeakable loss and brough 
upon himself unlimited sorrow. For- 
aaklngthe assembly of the disciples, he 
wandered In the gloom and experienced 
the sorrow of doubt and despair.

when 
his 


friends cannot sleep for anxiety, but 
are ga.thered to pray for him. It was 
not the light and troubled sleep o£ 
those worn out with anxieties. 
He 


slept so 'soundly that when an angel 
deliverer flooded his prison with light 
as of .sunrise he did not awake, but 
only when the anged struck him in the 
side. 
Imagine a man condemned to, 


die in a few hours, lying down for 
sweet sleep beside his open grave! 
Such sleep is the triumph of trust, as 
well as the proof of innocence. 


This change In Peter is as great a 


miracle as his deliverance by the an- 
gel messenger sent of God. It may 


even be a greater miracle, because lt< 
concerned the soul ol Peter rather 
than his body. -It was vastly more Im- 
portant that he had been delivered 
from fear of those who reviled Christ 
than that his body was delivered from 
the prison.
